cussed by the Organising 
Committee. 

“The reason why the 
proposal was never officially 
submitted to FIFA is ob-

“Apartheid” soccer

Rumblings of discontent are again erupting on the local ‘Sydney soccer 


scene. 


IT am no expert or admin- 
istrator, just an ordinary 
enthusiast but some of the 
remedies prescribed by people 
who are supposed to be ex- 
perts has convinced me that 
my views could certainly be 
no less intelligent. 

Tt seems to me that none 
of our expert club officials 
or administrators can quite 
understand the principle of 
“accommodation” to solve 
soccer's problems. 

Whether I or anybody else 
likes it or not, the fact is 
that migrant chibs are pro- 
viding a service for their resp- 
ective communities, 

This service, I feel, should 
be maintained for as long as 
there are enthusiasts who will 
keep these clubs going, 

I also feel that following 
Pan Hellenic’s success in lur- 
ing a top Greek star to Aus- 
tralia, other migrant clubs are 
being severely hampered by 
not being allowed to bring 
out players from their own 
countries of origin ONLY as 
guest players or for short 
periods to increase their 
“crowd appeal”, 

Let’s face is: that’s all there 
is to it — crowd appeal. 

The migrant followers of 
a club will always want to 
see top class players from 
their original countries — 
what’s wrong with. that? 

The other side of the story 
concerns the district set-up. 

The potential of district sac- 
cer as a spectator sport ig 
enormous in this State — but

needs.

HARD WORK 


As the migrant clubs all 
but in name control the so- 
called Sydney First Division 
competition, I feel few major 
changes are necessary except 
in the make-up of the teams’ 
playing staff. 

As I have already pointed 
out, it would be desirable 
for the migrant clubs to grad- 
ually or as soon as possible 
dispose of their locally-bred 
players at no cost to the 
district chibs and replace 
them with imported players 
preferably from the nation 
that the club represents, 

The problems of forming a 
fully professional State League 
with, district clubs trom Syd- 
y. Newcastle and Wollon- 
gong initially, which I believe 
is the best bet for district 
soccer in NSW, are enormous.

To bring all the proposed 
district clubs up to a worth- 
while standard and as well 
provide a solid financial base 
does involve at least five years 
of hard work, 


PROFESSIONAL 


Perhaps the only way to 
organise a competition like 
this is to set up an all-power- 
ful promotions committee 
which, as well as organising 
the leagues, would also help 
in the development of the 
many new clubs that would 
be born « 

As the first few years will 
be vital for the new clubs, 
expert outside help should be 
welcomed if they are to achie- 
ve their aim of becoming a 
specialist, fully professional

Why I feel we must have 
professionalism to help dist- 
riet soccer and the proposed 
State League to succeed is 
because professionalism is 
universal in all major soccer 
countries: even more import- 
antly, this is the only way 
to make the» most of our 
talented youngsters. 

Western Suburbs are not 
kidding when they say that 
they will never be fully suc- 
cessful with their present 
professional program until 
many other clubs follow their 
lead.

They have first choice in 
utilising the junior talent by 
forming strong senior district 
clubs.

No club has made a more 
determined and more honest 
and genuine attempt than the

The public has yet to 
seriously consider the prob- 
lems of Mexico in 1970. 


Sir Alfred Ramsey, on 
the other hand, although 
calm and placid by nature, 
knows full well that only 
two full seasons lie ahead 
in which he has to co- 
ordinate his planning and 
tactics.
